Civilian contractor was 
serving as Arabic translator 

WAS H I N GTO N I A civilian translator at the U.S. 
prison camp at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, was 
arrested at a Boston airport after authorities 
found classified information in his posses- 
sion, officials said Tuesday. 

The arrest was the third involving someone 
who worked closely with the largely Muslim, 
non-English-speaking population of about 
660 suspected al Qaeda and Taliban fighters 
being held at the Guantanamo Bay camp. Two 
military personnel are also in custody. 

The latest man arrested was identified as 
Egyptian-American Ahmed Fathy Mehalba, 
31. He is a civilian who formerly served in 
the Army and twice started but failed to 
complete a military intelligence course to 
become an interrogator, two defense offi- 
cials said on condition of anonymity. 

Mehalba was medically discharged from 
the Army in May 2001 and later hired by a 
private defense contractor to be a translator 
at Guantanamo, the officials said. He once 
worked as a Boston cab driver, and two days 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks he applied for 
a job as a Logan Airport gate guard and was 
turned down, said a spokesman for Massport, 
the agency that operates Logan, (ap) 


Studies: Homework Complaints Don’t Match Reality 


WASHINGTON I It’s a troubling story: Public 
school students get so loaded with homework 
that they stress out and lose out on chances 
to be playful kids. 

But that story is largely wrong, two new 
studies contend. 

Most students actually have less than an 
hour of homework a night, said Tom Loveless, 


director of the Brown Center on Education 
Policy at The Brookings Institution, a 
Washington think tank. 

For example, when asked how much home- 
work they were assigned the day before, most 
students age 9, 13 and 17 all reported less 
than an hour, according to a federal survey 
in 1999. The share of students assigned more 


than an hour of homework has dropped for 
all three age groups since 1984. 

Only about one in 10 high schoolers does 
more than two hours of homework a night, 
according to a separate study co-authored by 
Brian Gill of the RAND Corporation, a non- 
profit research group. The figure has held fair- 
ly stable for the last 50 years, ben feller (ap)

No-Call List Goes Into 
Effect Amid Uncertainty 

FTC won’t accept new 
name submissions 
until legal battle ends 


WASHINGTON | The millions of peo- 
ple who signed up for the govern- 
ment’s do -not- call list should get 
fewer sales pitches from telemar- 
keters starting Wednesday, but for 
how long is anybody’s guess. 

A confusing legal fight has 
thrown the list into disarray, forc- 
ing federal officials to rework the 
system to handle complaints and 
enforce penalties. 

For now, officials are direct- 
ing those consumers who regis- 
tered phone numbers on the list 
to send complaints to the Federal 
Communications Commission 
by visiting www.fcc.gov/cgb/ 


complaints.html or calling 1-888- 
225-5322. 

FCC staff, who until recently had 
no plans to handle all do -not- call 
complaints, were scrambling to pre- 
pare. Outdated instructions for fil- 
ing complaints related to the list 
were still on government phone 
messages and Web sites Tuesday. 

The list contains more than 50 
million home and cell phone num- 
bers. Companies could face thou- 
sands of dollars in fines each time 
they call a registered number. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
said Tuesday it is moving to stop 
accepting new numbers while a 
court fight with telemarketers 
seeking to stop the list plays out. 
Despite the legal wrangling, many 
of the largest telemarketers say they 
will abide by the list, david ho (ap)

FBI Begins Probe 
In CIA Name Leak 


Democrats in Congress 
call for investigation by 
independent counsel 

WASHINGTON | The FBI began a 
full-scale criminal investigation 
Tuesday into whether White House 
officials illegally leaked the identity 
of an undercover CIA officer, and 
President Bush ordered his staff to 
cooperate with the first major probe 
of his administration. 

Democrats demanded the 
appointment of a special outside 
counsel but Bush resisted. 

“I’m absolutely confident that the 
Justice Department can do a good 
job,” he said on a re-election fund- 
raising stop in Chicago. 

Democratic leaders said Attorney 
General John Ashcroft was too close 
to the White House to conduct an 
impartial investigation. 

House Democratic leader Nancy 


Pelosi said, “If there ever was a case 
for the appointment of a special 
counsel, this is it.” 

With pressure building, the 
Justice Department alerted the 
White House late Monday of the 
decision to move from a prelimi- 
nary inquiry into a full investiga- 
tion, a step rarely taken with com- 
plaints involving leaks of classified 
information. 

The investigation is aimed at find- 
ing who leaked the name of the CIA 
operative, possibly in an attempt to 
punish the officer’s husband, former 
Ambassador Joseph C. Wilson, who 
had accused the administration of 
manipulating intelligence to exag- 
gerate the threat from Iraq. 

While the administration 
appeared cool toward naming a 
special counsel, Ashcroft has not 
ruled out that possibility, a senior 
law enforcement official said.

High Court to Hear Death Penalty Case 


WASHINGTON | The U.S. Supreme 
Court agreed Tuesday to use the 
case of a man who murdered 13 
people in a 1982 shooting rampage 
in Pennsylvania to determine wheth- 
er dozens of old death sentences, or 
more, should be thrown out. 

An appeals court has already 
held that George Banks received 
an unfair sentencing hearing 
because of a poorly written set of 
jury instructions. 


Justices will review that decision 
sometime next year. 

The Supreme 
Court set new 
standards for jury 
instructions in 
1988 and clarified 
them in a follow- 
up case in 1990. At 
issue now is whether 
the standards can be applied retro- 
actively.

Pennsylvania lawyers said the 
outcome will affect about 30 death 
row cases in Pennsylvania. It was 
unknown what the impact nation- 
wide would be. 

Banks was sentenced to death for 
killing his five children, ages 1 to 6, 
and eight other people in a shooting 
rampage in Pennsylvania. 

Banks, who is biracial, claimed 
he wanted to save them from a rac- 
ist society. His lawyers have argued 
that he had a long history of psycho- 
logical problems, (ap)

$94 Million Damage Award 
In Crane Collapse Threwn Out 

A state appeals court Tuesday threw 
out a $94 million punitive damage 
award to the families of three iron- 
workers killed when a crane col- 
lapsed during the construction of 
Milwaukee’s Miller Park. The judg- 
es voted 2-1 that Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries of America did not inten- 


tionally cause the three deaths, nor 
was its conduct certain to cause inju- 
ry. The court left intact a $27 million 
award for compensatory damages

“Confederate” from the building’s 
name, the private university was 
sued by the Tennessee chapter 
of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, whose $50,000 dona- 
tion helped fund construction of the

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Recall Has Voters 
Mulling Strata 


Calif, election has two 
parts and a wealth of 
complicated choices 

SAN FRANCISCO | Some California 
voters will be doing complex polit- 
ical calculations in their heads 
when they step into the booth 
for the state’s recall election next 
Tuesday. 

Voting “yes” or “no” on whether 
to remove Democratic Gov. Gray 
Davis from office seems straight- 
forward enough — until voters 
consider the various replacement 
candidates on part two of the 
135 -name ballot, and their rela- 


tive chances of winning, losing or 
splitting the vote. 

“You could have a stroke weigh- 
ing the permutations of all the can- 
didates,” said Democratic strate- 
gist Bill Garrick. 

Complicating matters further, 
a judge in San Diego ruled in July 
that a voter could skip the first 
part of the ballot altogether and 
still vote for a replacement can- 
didate. 

“It’s very tough, because we 
don’t have control of all the fac- 
tors on line B,” said Davis adviser 
Garry South. “There are too many 
variables, unknowables and intan- 
gibles.” BETH FOUHY (AP) 


L. A. Has Nation’s Worst Traffic Delays 


WASHINGTON | If it secms like more 
of your time is spent stuck in traffic, 
you maybe right. In cities large and 
small, the daily struggle with traffic 
is getting worse. 

The average rush-hour driver 
wasted more than two full days 
— about 51 hours — sitting in traf- 
fic in 2001, according to an annu- 
al report released Tuesday by the 
Texas Transportation Institute at 
Texas A&M University. 

The price tag: $69.5 billion in 
wasted time and gas, said the study. 


Jordan Denied 
Legal Funds in 
Lewinsky Probe 

WASHINGTON | Vernon Jordan, the 
prominent Washington attorney who 
helped Monica Lewinsky find a job 
after she left the White House, will 
not be reimbursed for most of his 
legal bills arising from an investi- 
gation of then-President Clinton’s 
relationship with Lewinsky, a federal 
appeals court ruled Tuesday. 

Jordan asked the federal govern- 
ment to pay the $302,719 in fees 
he spent to defend himself during

Iraqis, U.S. at 
Odds Over Funds 


Council leaders push 
for more control of 
reconstruction money 

WASHINGTON! Iraq’s civilian lead- 
ers want more control over the 
$20.3 billion in U.S. reconstruc- 
tion money that the Bush admin- 
istration is seeking from Congress, 
the interim head of Iraq’s govern- 
ing council said Tuesday. 

The push by Ahmad Chalabi and 
other governing council members 
for greater political and financial 
control has raised concerns among 
Bush administration officials reluc- 


tant to turn over billions of dollars 
to an unelected group. 

“We would like to enhance the 
consultation process,” Chalabi 
said. 

In the meantime, the Bush 
administration’s hope that the 
Iraqis could write a constitution 
in six months’ time could go by 
the wayside. 

An Iraqi committee struggling to 
come up with a method for choosing 
a constitutional convention decid- 
ed Tuesday to offer several options, 
including elections, which one mem- 
ber said could take 18 months to 
prepare, barryschweid (ap) 


N. Korea Critical 
Of U.S. Position 

UNITED NATIONS I North Korea 
toughened its stance in the nucle- 
ar standoff with the United States 
Tuesday, saying Pyongyang will not 
return to talks unless Washington 
takes “simultaneous action” to meet 
the communist nation’s demands. 

Vice Foreign Minister Choe 
Su Hon said to the U.N. General 
Assembly’s annual ministerial meet- 
ing that the US., by insisting North 
Korea take “all actions first,” was 


carrying out the hostile policy of a 
superpower seeking to overthrow 
the government by force. 

Washington says North Korea 
must dismantle its nuclear programs 
before it addresses any other issue. 
Pyongyang says it will do so only if 
the United States signs a nonaggres- 
sion treaty, provides economic aid 
and opens diplomatic ties. 

Choe’s comments came hours 
after a Foreign Ministry official in 
Pyongyang told the North Korean 
news agency that the country was 
taking “practical measures” to boost 
its nuclear capabilities, (ap) 


Belgium Convicts 18 in Terror Ring 


Former soccer player 
given 10 years in plot 
to kill U.S. troops 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM jAcourt con- 
victed 18 Muslims — including a 
soccer pro arrested after the Sept. 
11 attacks for planning to blow up 
a base believed to hold U.S. nucle- 
ar weapons — and sentenced them 
Tuesday to up to 10 years in prison 
for involvement in a European ter- 
ror ring. 


Federal prosecutors charged the 
group had formed a “spider’s web” 
of Islamic radicals plotting attacks 
and recruiting fight- 
ers in Europe for al 
Qaeda and the now- 
deposed Taliban in 
Afghanistan. 

Nizar Trabelsi, 
a 33-year-old 
Tunisian who played 
soccer for several German teams, 
was sentenced to the maximum 
10 years. He admitted planning to 


drive a car bomb into the canteen 
at a Belgian air base where U.S. 
nuclear weapons are believed to be 
stored. He testified that he intend- 
ed to kill American soldiers, not to 
detonate nuclear warheads. About 
100 American military personnel 
are stationed at the base. 

Sixteen others were convict- 
ed of lesser crimes and received 
sentences ranging from two to 
five years. Five defendants were 
acquitted for insufficient evidence.

U.S. Troops Withdraw From Liberia 


MONROVIA, LIBERIA I U.S. military 
planes and helicopters carried the 
last few U.S. ground forces out of 
war- ruined Liberia on Tuesday. 

About 30 members of a U.S. 
military liaison team flew out of 
Liberia’s main airport. Their ship, 
the USS Iwo Jima, was no longer 
visible from Monrovia’s shore by 
Tuesday afternoon, and was due 
to leave the region within hours. 

The Iwo Jima was the last of 
three U.S. warships deployed 
in early August off the coast of 
Monrovia, Liberia’s capital city 
where fighting killed more than 
1,000 civilians in June and July as 


rebels besieged the city. 

The presence of the U.S. troops 
helped drive President Charles 
Taylor into exile, clearing the way 
for a power- sharing deal between 
his government and rebels after 14 
years of devastating conflict. 

Liberians said Tuesday they had 
wanted to give the Americans a 
proper send-off 

“We welcomed the Americans 
when they arrived here overtly. Why 
their quiet departure?” asked 39 - 
year old Mark Tingeh. “To leave 
without a ceremony to bid them 
goodbye is to present Liberians as 
an ungrateful people.” (ap) 


Bolshoi Theater 
Ordered to Rehire 
‘Heavy’ Ballerina 

MOSCOW I Ballerina Anastasia 
Volochkova may be back at the 
Bolshoi for an encore. 

Russian Labor officials on 
Tuesday ordered the Bolshoi Theater 
to reinstate Volochkova, who was 
fired two weeks ago amid allega- 
tions from other dancers that she 
was too heavy to lift. 

The Labor Ministry ruled her 
dismissal violated labor law, saying 
she must be rehired by Oct. 6. 

After her dismissal was 
announced, Volochkova, a styl- 
ish blonde who exudes movie- star 
glamour, said that she weighs about 
no pounds and is 5 -feet- 6. 

The Bolshoi has insisted the issue 
ran deeper than her size, saying it 
fired Volochkova after she refused 
to sign a proposed contract, (ap)

To Slow Ovor Hoalth Issuos 

The Yugoslav war crimes tribunal 
agreed Tuesday to slow the pace of 
Slobodan Milosevic’s trial, respond- 
ing to concerns about the former 
Yugoslav president’s health. The 
judges cut the number of weekly ses- 
sions to three half-days. Milosevic, 
61, who oversaw four Balkan wars, 
is defending himself against 66 
counts of war crimes, including 
genocide, (ap)

Israeli Cabinet to vote 
on shielding Jewish 
settlers in West Bank 

JERUSALEM I Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon wants to shield several 
Jewish settlements by extending 
Israel’s security barrier deep into 
the West Bank, but he would leave 
gaps in the section, a Sharon adviser 
and a settler leader said Tuesday. 

The gaps are intended to defuse 
U.S. objections that the fence could 


mark a permanent border, they said. 
The plan, denounced by Palestinians 
as a land grab, comes up for approv- 
al before the Cabinet on Wednesday 
and is likely to pass. 

In its bid to stop Palestinian suicide 
bombers, Israel has already built 
almost 100 miles of the barrier, 
which may eventually stretch up 
to four times that distance. 

Portions of the barrier — a net- 
work of fences, walls, razor wire 
and trenches — run on West Bank 
land, but to date it has largely kept 


to the Israel-West Bank dividing 
line known as the “Green Line.” 
Under the new proposal the bar- 
rier would veer almost 20 miles 
into the territory. 

The United States backed the 
Palestinians’ opposition to the bar- 
rier’s extension when the idea was 
first raised several months ago. On 
Tuesday, State Department spokes- 
man Richard Boucher did not rule 
out reductions in U.S. loan guaran- 
tees to Israel because of the barrier.

Vatican adviser 
urges faithful to pray 
for ailing pontiff 

VATICAN CITY | Ailing Pope John 
Paul II is “in a bad way,” one of his 
closest advisers said in remarks 
published Tuesday. 

The comments by German 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger raised 
concerns the pope’s health might 
have deteriorated. The pontiff is 83 
and suffers from Parkinson’s dis- 
ease, which makes it very difficult 
for him to speak and walk. 

“We should pray for the pope,” 
Ratzinger told a German weekly. 

The comments were made Sept. 
22, a day before the pontiff skipped 
his weekly general audience due to 
an intestinal ailment. 

Asked whether Ratzinger’s com- 
ments indicated any change in 
the pope’s condition, the Vatican 
press office replied by noting that 
on Wednesday John Paul would 
resume the tradition of holding 
an audience once a week. 

Vatican officials have only 
recently been publicly comment- 
ing on the pope’s health problems. 
Earlier this year, the Vatican 
finally acknowledged that he suf- 
fers from the neurological disor- 
der known as Parkinson’s disease.

U.S. Soldier Killed 
In Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Insurgents 
killed an American soldier and 
wounded two others in a fierce gun- 
battle, the military said Tuesday, in 
violence that underscored the stiff- 
ening resistance nearly two years 
after a U.S.-led coalition ousted the 
Taliban from power. 

The latest battle occurred 
Monday near a coalition base in 
eastern Paktika province a few miles 


from the Pakistan border, spokes- 
man Col. Rodney Davis said from 
Bagram Air Base, the U.S. military 
headquarters in Afghanistan. 

“One coalition service member 
died of wounds received in combat 
and two others were wounded as a 
result of fighting,” Davis said in a 
statement. “Coalition forces killed 
two enemy fighters.” 

The soldier’s death brings to 36 
the number of U.S. troops killed 
in action in Afghanistan since the 
war to oust the Taliban began in 
late 2001. (ap)

BALTIMORE I Hurricane Isabel 
caused between $4 billion and $6 
billion in damage statewide, a state 
economic official said Tuesday. 

“I don’t think that there’s ever 
been anything that’s been bigger,” 
said Vernon Thompson, Maryland’s 
deputy secretary of economic devel- 
opment. 

Thompson, who toured damaged 
businesses Tuesday on the Eastern 
Shore, cautioned that the estimate is 
“very rough.” The estimate will likely 
change once the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency and other 
officials sort through thousands 
of disaster relief applications that 
are expected to be submitted by the 
November deadline. 


The estimate includes the state 
cleanup; the destruction suffered by 
thousands of homes and business- 
es and costs associated with power 
outages that left more than 1 million 
utility customers in the dark. 

Gov. Robert Ehrlich said 
Thompson’s estimate was prema- 
ture, noting his administration is 
still working to add up a figure 
that will include money lost by 
businesses that had to close dur- 
ing the storm. 

State officials have estimated 
that Isabel caused $40 million in 
damage to state property, $30 mil- 
lion of which will be reimbursed 
by the federal government, Ehrlich

T E L E V I S 1 0 N I It’s oddly comforting to 
know that the voice of Blind Willie 
Johnson is drifting into deep space, 
bundled into the package of Earth 
data aboard Voyager 1. 

Johnson’s 1927 recording “Dark 
Was the Night — Cold Was the 
Ground” is a slow, moaning, all but 
wordless meditation on mortality. 

The story of that record’s inter- 
stellar destiny is perhaps the defin- 
ing segment in the 10 -plus hours of 
“The Blues,” the Martin Scorsese- 
produced series that premiered last 
Sunday on PBS. 

This subject is as rich for explora- 
tion as PBS’s other historical block- 
busters — on the Civil War, jazz, 
baseball. It, too, tells a story about 
America; it’s populated by colorful, 
larger-than-life characters and is 
packed with compelling tales. 

Given that potential, all the 
stars seemed aligned for “The 
Blues,” which comes as a crown- 
ing event in this congressionally 
decreed “Year of the Blues.” 

In what is either a daring artistic 
gamble or a harebrained scheme, 
Scorsese constructed his series by 
commissioning seven directors 
(including himself) to create fea- 
ture-length, blues-themed films. 

The filmmakers responded with 
a variety of agendas and styles, from 
standard documentary to ambi- 
tious mixes of fiction and archi- 
val material. 

But the seven shows taken 
together don’t maintain a themat- 
ic line.

“Piano Blues” is as much about jazz 
as blues, and in “Red, White and 
Blues,” Mike Figgis devotes his time 
to British blues-rock musicians. 

In “The Road to Memphis,” 
Richard Pearce captures the vibran- 
cy of the music as it moved from the 
country to cities. Charles Burnett’s 
“Warming by the Devil’s Fire” also 
tries to provide social context, depict- 
ing the flow of black life by framing 
the history of the blues with a fic- 
tional drama. 

Marc Levin was lucky enough 


to have the ebullient Marshall 
Chess (the son of Chess Records 
CO -founder Leonard Chess) as the 
central figure for “Godfathers and 
Sons,” in which the action pivots 
on the relationship between Chess 
and Chuck D, the leader of Public 
Enemy and one of the music world’s 
most articulate figures. 

But the jewel of the series was 
Wim Wenders’s “Soul of a Man.” 
The German director wove the 
stories of three artists into a study 
of fate and spirituality. The poet- 


ic film underscores that the blues 
grew in the wild, largely driven by 
isolated visionaries and fostered in 
loose, informal networks. 

Maybe Scorsese’s methodology 
was meant to honor that spirit, like 
a bandleader trusting his soloists to 
create something bigger, grander and 
richer than the sum of its parts. 

If so, his daring wasn’t matched 
by his judgment. Right now, the 
sound of “Ken Burns’s Blues” has 
a pretty nice ring, richard

When the real thing 
isn’t available, will a 
virtual doctor do? 

SCIENCE I The newest staff mem- 
ber at The Johns Hopkins Hospital 
stands just over 5 feet and looks like 
an oversized vacuum cleaner with 
a video screen for a head. 

“Dr. Robot” is part of a study at 
Hopkins that asks: If a patient’s 
own doctor isn’t physically avail- 
able, would that patient rather see 
and talk with their doctor through 
an interactive robot or see a substi- 
tute physician in person? 

Dr. Louis Kavoussi, who is con- 
ducting the feasibility study, says the 
answer, so far, favors Dr. Robot. 

“All these patients have a pre- 
existing relationship with me,” 
said Kavoussi, a professor and 
vice chairman of Hopkins’ urol- 
ogy department. “So this is not an 
impersonal visit. I know them. ... 
They’d absolutely rather see me, 
even if it’s virtual.” 

The study, to involve about 40 
patients, is designed to gauge patients’ 
attitudes toward Dr. Robot. 

Kavoussi, a member of the sci- 
entific advisory board for InTouch 
Health Inc., the company that 
makes the robot, said he is optimis- 
tic the robot is “going to be accepted 
by patients as a mechanism to inter- 


act with their physicians.” 

If successful, the study will 
be followed by a larger one, with 
more patients at multiple hospitals, 
to make sure the care rendered by 
the robots is equivalent to in-person 
care. The current study is expected 
to be completed in October. 

Kavoussi said the robots could 
one day be used to help treat patients 
when it’s not possible to send in phy- 
sicians, such as in military opera- 
tions and natural disasters. 

With the robot — which has 
infrared sensors, a movable video 
screen, a zoom video camera, a 
microphone and a speaker — doc- 
tors can examine patients from hun- 
dreds of miles away, using a joystick 
and an Internet connection. 

“You get a lot of information 
from looking at a patient’s face in 
terms of how they’re doing — their 
gestures, their aura,” Kavoussi said. 
“All that can come across very, very 
well” through the robot. 

When the robot rolled into 
Elizabeth Mints’s room after her 
kidney surgery, she said she was sur- 
prised to see how clear Kavoussi’s 
image appeared on the video screen 
and how easily she could communi- 
cate with him through the robot. 

“If he can’t be there in person, 
this is a good substitute. You got a 
sense that Dr. Kavoussi was on the 
other side.” foster klug (ap)

Blood and Chocolate 


South Pennsylvania 
has war, Hershey’s 
and Amish people 

TRIPS I Traveling through south- 
central Pennsylvania offers a full- 
course meal: from a visit to Gen. 
Robert E. Lee’s bullet-scarred head- 
quarters in Gettysburg, to a mean- 
dering buggy ride to see the Amish 
community and the fall foliage in 
Lancaster County, to a tour of the 
sweet facilities at Hersheypark. 

Take rustic Route 30, once 
famed as the Lincoln Highway, 
to start in Gettysburg, site of the 
bloodiest battle ever on U.S. soil 
and home to more monuments 
per square foot than perhaps any- 
place in the country. 

Most every building in town 
seems to hold some bit of histor- 
ical import. On the main square, 
the Gettysburg Hotel, now a Best 
Western, dates to the 18th centu- 
ry. A Gettysburg tip: If you’re lost, 
ask anyone in a period costume 
for help. 

From Gettysburg, head to 
Lancaster County. The pace moves 
s-l-o-w-l-y, and that suits most visi- 
tors just fine. At Aaron & Jessica’s 
Buggy Rides, the drivers take visi- 
tors out on a 3.5 mile, 30 -minute 
tour of the landscape. Barefoot chil- 
dren scurry about Amish homes, 
as their parents work the family 
farm or dairy. 

There are many inexpensive 
family-style restaurants, with 
meals made from local produce. 



Area farms advertise homemade 
relishes or jams, along with what 
is likely the freshest barbecued 
chicken available anywhere. 

It’s just 30 miles from the sol- 
itude of Lancaster County to the 
crowds and noise of Hersheypark. 
The rides at this sprawling theme 
park are impressive. Try the Great 
Bear, which whips around (and 
upside down) at speeds of 60 
mph. 

Finish off the trip with a visit 
to the Hershey’s candy factory, an 
excursion that ends with a tasty 
freebie: one of the confectioner’s 
trademark chocolates for every- 
one.

Airlines Lighten Up o 

In an effort to win back travelers who 
have switched to low-fare carriers, 
the ‘’big six” airlines recently rolled 
back their restrictions on nonrefund- 
able tickets. They’re allowing passen- 
gers to rebook after their scheduled 
departures. 

The new rule applies only to non- 
refundable tickets on which changes 
are allowed. That excludes many sold 
on the Internet. 

Here’s how some airline ticket pol- 
icies stack up. For rebooking, all air- 
lines require you to purchase a new 
ticket at current fare: 


Ticket Restrictions 

JetBlue: $25 fee (waived if new fare is 
at least $100 more than the original); 
must call to cancel before departure; 
oneyearfrom departure date to use; 
all nonrefundabletickets are eligible. 
Delta: $100 fee for domestic, $200 fee 
for international; no call required; one 
yearfrom purchase to use (interna- 
tional ticket must be exchanged for 
another international ticket).

Fueling the Future

They save energy 
and the air, but you 
can’t buy one — yet 

DRIVING GREEN I General Motors 
Corp. calls it the Hy-wire: a car 
that puts fuel- cell technology in a 
futuristic body. It lacks foot pedals 
and a traditional steering wheel. 

It scoots along on a skateboard- 
like chassis containing everything 
that runs the car, including hydro- 
gen fuel cells that power an electric 
motor. The driver controls the Hy- 
wire by twisting handgrips to accel- 
erate, squeezing them to brake and 
tilting them to steer. In a test drive, 
the ride was smooth and quiet. 

The Hy-wire was one of the 
stars of last week’s Michelin- 
sponsored Challenge Bibendum, 
where automakers displayed 100 
vehicles powered by electric motors, 
hybrid engines, fuel cells and other 
eco-friendly technologies aimed at 
reducing pollution and boosting fuel 
economy. 

But environmentalists say the 
auto show, complete with test- 
drive opportunities at Sonoma’s 
Infineon Raceway just north of 
San Francisco, clouds the pollu- 
tion debate. Although encouraged 
by the long-term potential of these 
next-generation technologies, they 
complain that auto makers keep 
opposing higher fuel-efficien- 
cy standards — and keep selling 
gas-guzzling SUVs. 


The Challenge Bibendum dem- 
onstrated the wide spectrum of 
alternative -fuel technology under 
development. 

DaimlerChrysler featured sev- 
eral prototypes of diesel-powered 
vehicles, including cars that run 
on biodiesel, which combines die- 
sel fuel with renewable resources 
such as corn. Next year, the com- 
pany plans to introduce diesel-pow- 
ered versions of its Jeep Cherokee 
and Mercedes-Benz. 

Almost all carmakers believe 
hydrogen fuel cells will power the 
cars of tomorrow. Fuel cells generate 
electricity from a chemical reaction 
between hydrogen and oxygen and 
release only water as waste. 


General Motors is perhaps most 
bullish on fuel cells. The company 
has invested $1 billion and spends 
more than a quarter of its research 
budget on fuel- cell development, 
said Scott Fosgard, GM’s commu- 
nications director for advanced 
technology vehicles. 

While most car makers believe 
fuel cells won’t hit the mainstream 
market for 15 to 20 years, GM tar- 
gets 2010 as the year it wants to 
start selling fuel- cell vehicles, pos- 
sibly including a version of the Hy- 
wire, Fosgard said. 

Asked why GM opposes raising 
fuel- efficiency standards, Fosgard 
said the company doesn’t have the 
money to develop fuel cells and more 
efficient gas -powered cars at the

Cadillac’s mid-size 
SRX is daintier than 
Cousin Escalade 

ROAD TEST | The 2004 SRX is 
Cadillac’s first crossover. Unlike 
the Cadillac Escalade, which is a 
big, truckish SUV, the SRX is a 
wagon-like vehicle that rides on 
the same car platform as the CTS 
sedan, has up to three rows of seats 
and is available with all-wheel drive 
(of course). 

With a starting manufacturer’s 
suggested retail price, including 
destination charge, of $38,690 for 
a V6 -powered model and $46,995 
for one with a V8, the mid-size SRX 
is meant to compete with other lux- 
ury crossovers. 

Drivers who have mountain 
twisties and windy roads nearby 
will have opportunities galore to 
relish the fine road manners of 
this vehicle that looks like an SUV 
but doesn’t handle like one. The test 
SRX V8 AWD took curves with 
gusto and bounded up mountain 
roads while not being punishing 
or rigid in its ride. 

There was lots of grip from the 
18 -inch, Michelin all-season tires 
on the test vehicle. And the suspen- 
sion does a great job of controlling 
the level of roll and/or pitch so the 
vehicle maintains a flat attitude. 

On the test drive, there always 
was plentiful, smooth power avail- 
able, and I often found myself trav- 
eling at a higher speed than I would 


have guessed. Torque is 315 foot- 
pounds at 4,400 rpm. This V8 is 
the same engine that’s in Cadillac’s 
new eye-catching roadster, the 
2004 XLR. 

I did find the 69.5 cubic feet of 
maximum cargo space at the back 
of the SRX a bit disappointing. But 
second-row legroom of 41 inches in 
the SRX is noteworthy. 

Prices on the SRX can get expen- 
sive quickly, especially when some 
fun features — such as rear enter- 
tainment system and the huge, 
hyped UltraView sunroof — are 
added, ann m. job (ap)

I own a 2000 BMW 528i Sport with 
Continental Sport Contact tires. 
What is your advice regarding 
snow tires for winter here? I love 
the wet/dry traction of my summer 
tires, but I don’t want to be slip- 
sliding if D.C. sees snow. 

Think of tires like you would 
shoes. If you buy a pair made for 
summer and one made for winter 
and wear them in the appropriate 
time period, you will have both pairs 
longer. Not only that, but you will 
change the tires every six months, 
and presumably get a wheel align- 
ment and your tire pressure checked 
every six months. Those are impor- 
tant factors for the life of your tires 
and your car. 

A fully trimmed Hyundai Sonata 
GLS v6 (sunroof, ABS, etc.) or a 
basic Sonata LX? 

I’m for luxury. As a car ages, 
the seats get older and the car feels 
smaller, so I go for as much luxury 
as I can afford. I tend to like the 
car longer that way. If you might 
need to sell soon, decide based on 
the resale numbers. 

My car was in an accident and 
has been declared a total loss by 
the body shop. Can I negotiate the 
value of the car with the insurance 
company? I understand they use 
the National Automobile Dealers 
Association’s values, which are 
lower than Blue Book’s. 

Yes, you can. What you can do 
is look in newspapers in your area 
and see what your car is going for. 
Call a couple of sellers. Tell them 
what you are doing and ask if they 
would mind telling you what their 
cars went for. 

I’ve heard Car Max is the best place 
to buy a used car. Do you agree? 

I would always shop around. 
Don’t forget to look at cars being 
sold by private individuals. In this 
economy there are inevitably peo- 
ple who will have to sell their cars. 
There should be some good deals 
out there.
